Kenyon Charges Discrimination.

Benator Kenyon, who introduced =
bill looking ta curtailing the powers of
the Postmaster General In the matier
of rural routes, has sent t{o the FPoct-
oftice Department n letter giving force-
tul exp;ﬂmiun to his views, While it
deals directly with the situztion in his
aown State, it 18 also more or lesa gen-
vral and {8 indicative of the sentiment
wf part of Congress,

Senator Kenvon dld not mince words
in his communication, which 18 addressed
1o Fourth Assistant Postmaster General
James], Blakslee, He declares the lowa
patrons of the rural free delivery have
been diseriminated agninst and that If
the Postmaster General will work to
vut out needless Lrunking privileges aud
the sending out of “politicad goarden
seeds” by mall, he will not have Lo
c¢ripple the rural mail service.

Senator Kenyon receitly sent to the
Fourth Aselstant a ovroiest from Hum-
holdt, lowa. In reply, Mr. Blakslee de-
fended  the reorganizason of rural
routes, He declared the department was
furnishing *““the best possible service to
the greatest number of patrons,” and
that the inspectors had exercised the
ureatest care; he said, also, that the de-
partment was ready to co-operate with
him, and if any patrons were actually
deprived of gervice an effort would be
made to remedy the situation.

Says Service Is Crippled.

Benator Kenyon replied today saying
L had petitiona In his office showing
that patrona had to go a mile and a
half, and even two miles, to secure mail,
and that they did not receive mall for
forty-elght hours. le reminded Mr
Blakslee that the roads in hls State are
not asphalt. He sald:

“From the length of the routes you
nra establishing in parts of lown, |1
wotdd judge that you"think we nave
ansphalt pavement throughout the State.
I hbeg to Infortm you thut we have com-
mon dirt roads and there are certain
times of the yvear it will not be possihie
for rural route carrlers to operate dally
over the routes you have laid out,

CONSERVE FARMERS

David Lubin Speaks at Final
Session of Commercial Con-
gress.

CHARLESTON, 8 (., Dee. 17 —That
the economic agricultural wystem in
Germany has nlaced the German empire
among the great powers of the world
will be told the Southern Commercial
Congress tonitht by David Tubin, Uni-
ted States delemate to the International
Inatitute of Amriculture at Rome.

“If our nation is to perslst and to
prosper, thers must be a conservation of
our farmers.,” Lubin sald today. °“'The
farmer must take his place, as a com-
metcial peer alongslde the business man
of the citv. This nlone will bring about
that economie eaullibrium so essential
to the life of a progressive nation, The
way to bring the farmer to this status,
I8 to out ipto effect satlsfactory rural
eredits and simiinr measurens,”

Liuhin's address and three others, will
etonclude this vear's session of the con-
gresas. Labor Secretary Wilkon will dis-
cuss “An Agircultural Immigration for
the Southern States,* Senator Robert L,
f!won‘ chalrman of the Banking and
Currency Committes, will talk on agri-
cultural finances, and Dr. Clarence Poe,
of Ralelgh. will dlscuss “Organifing the
Rural Community.”

The congress la expected to urge the
Congresa of the ['nited States to hasten
[ruml oredits leglelation and changes in
the fmmigratiog laws, One of the most
Iimportant results of the conference was
declared to be the organization of the
House of Southern Governors, which
will meet each vear to discuss Southern
problems.
